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Administrations attempt 
to control student fees

(CPS) — In the latest incident 
in which cash-starved college 
administrators have tried to win 
control over how students fees 
are spent, the Idaho State Board 
of Education has decreed that 
the state — not students — 
owns student fee money. 

The decision, if it stands, could 
have a big impact on other 
public universities around the 
country where administrators 
covet student money. 

Battles over who controls 
student fees also have erupted 
at Arapahoe Community 
College in Colorado, the 
University of Massachusetts- 
Amherst, North Idaho College, 
California State University at 
Chico and the University of 
Nebraska in recent years. 

Still angry about how 
University of Washington 
officials ignored protests and 
took $160,000 in student fees to 
returf Husky Stadium in 1986, 
a statewide student coalition is 
lobbying for a state law to give 
student leaders, not the Board 
of Regents, the final say on 
how activities fees are spent. 
The University of Idaho crisis 
arose when UI’s board 
announced it was raising 
student fees by $25 per 


semester to pay for 
improvements needed for an 
“impending accreditation visit,” 
recalled UI student President 
Tina Kagi. 

Kagi and other student 
politicians charged the increase 
was illegal, and hired a lawyer 
to sue. 

The board’s decision, however, 
claims the power to deny 
students the money they need to 
sue. “I have the feeling (the 
board) is not inclined to grant 
the funds,” said Bradley Hall, 
the board’s attorney. 

Students will vote in the 
upcoming campus election Nov. 
15 whether to empower the 
student government to pursue 
the lawsuit, Kagi said. 

Hall said the board based its 
decision on two court decisions 
— one in Washington in 1979 
and one in Massachusetts 
earlier in 1989 — that awarded 
control of activities fees to the 
state. 

In past court decisions, reports 
Dennis Black, editor of 
“Perspectives,” a newsletter 
about campus legal affairs, “no

Safety and Security Committee works 
toward bathroom condom dispensers

The ULowell Safety and 
Security committee, composed 
of Residence Life staff, feels 
that safe sex should be a major 
concern on campus. They wish 
to install condom dispensing 
machines in the residence hall’s 
bathrooms and bathrooms 
nearest the commuter lounges 
on both North and South 
campus. The committee 
recently distributed surveys to 
students living in the residence 
halls via their RA’s and the 
Counselling Center, in 
cooperation with the South 


Student Information Center. 
The committee received 456 
responses, detailed below. 

University installed condom 
machines are already in UVM, 
UNH, and Worcester State to 
name a few. Other colleges 
have persuaded the condom 
companies they use to install 
the machines for free in 
exchange for a percentage of 
the sales profits. Condoms are 
not currently available on this 
campus. By installing condom 
machines the committee does 
not feel they are promoting sex 
or promiscuity. In fact, having 


pamphlets on abstinence next to 
the machines is part of their 
proposal. 

The Safety and Security 
committee is now in the process 
of creating a proposal to present 
to the University. They can be 
contacted through the office of 
Residence Life in Cumnock 
Hall. They especially 
encourage suggestions 
regarding which bathrooms to 
place the machines in -but all 
suggestions and criticisms are 
welcome.

Women in 
Engineering

Engineering has historically 
been a male-dominated fiela. 
Why has this been so? There 
are, undoubtedly, many 
reasons and one obvious 
reason would be that there 
have not been many women 
who have chosen to study 
Engineering. We might want 
to ask why so few women 
have chosen to study 
Engineering. 

I spoke with two women 
who are, in fact, currently 
studying Engineering. I won't 
say which area of Engineering 
as each student wishes to 
remain anonymous. 

According to one of these 
students only one in every 
fifteen Engineering students is 
female. 

If the ratio seems 
unbalanced it is nothing in 
comparison to the ratio of 
female Engineering professors 
to male Engineering 
professors. The College of 
Engineering office informed 
me that there were only three 
female professors in the 
College of Engineering. That 
is the whole College of 
Engineering, not just one 
department. Among the 
departments of Nuclear, 
Chemical, Industrial, Civil, 
Electrical, Mechanical, and 
Plastic Engineering there are 
only three women professors! 

So, again, why? It appears 
this field is quite difficult for 
women to break into. The 
students I spoke with told me 
some interesting things. It 
seems there is not a lot of 
support or encouragement for 
female students in 
Engineering. In fact, both of 
these women have run into 
situations that are, at the least, 
uncomfortable, and at the 
worst, discriminatory and 
harassing. 

Here are a few examples. 
One woman told me of a 
professor who will sometimes 
say something like this in 
class, “Okay, it’s time to use 
the woman’s side of the brain 
now.” The professor would 
say this when they needed to 
do things that were not 
scientific or mathematical. I 
didn’t know there was a 
“woman’s” side of the brain. 

Then, it seems, a professor 
told a woman in his class not 
to wear skirts in his class 
anymore because he found 
them too distracting! Another 
woman had a class taught by 
a Teacher’s Assistant who 
asked her out all the time. 
This was two years ago and 
he is still trying to get her to 
go out with him. She 
repeatedly tells him no, and 
this behavior seems to fall 
into the realm of harassment. 

The last example is of 
another T.A. who, apparently, 
dislikes women so much he 
grades them differently than 
the men. I found this hard to 
believe, but it seems to be 
true. They work with partners 
and write their labs together. 
The male would get a much 
higher grade than the female, 
though both reports were 
virtually identical in content. 
Go figure. 

I always did well in 
chemistry and math in high 
school, but never did a 
counselor suggest science or 
math as a discipline of study. 
They were considered male 
fields. That was almost ten 
years ago and I guess things 
haven’t changed much. So, if 
you should make your way 
into Engineering and you’re 
female, beware.

(fees) can only be used for the 
support and benefit of the 
institution.” 

Most officials swear they don’t 
want to interfere in student 
governments’ decisions to 
allocate fees. 

Even Idaho board members 
probably wouldn’t interfere in a 
student fee decision they dislike 
“unless it would be a legal 
issue,” said state Board of 
Education President George A. 
Alvarez. 
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Boise State University, also 
under the Idaho board, “could 
rechannel student fees,” said 
BSU budget Director Ron 
Turner, “but in practice it 
hasn’t happened.” 

In case it does, the Washington 
Student Lobby, comprised of 
student government leaders 
from Central Washington, 
Eastern Washington, Western 
Washington and Washington 
State universities, as well as the 
University of Washington, is 
sponsoring a bill to give 
students final say on how the 
student activities fees are spent 
“We need to stop this,” said 
University of Washington 
student legislator Jennifer Ely, 
recalling the Husky Stadium 
incident. “Returfing will 
become an issue again and we 
need to set legislation on 
student fees before then.” 

They may need it for bigger 
issues than just returfing, said 
Black, who sees more schools 
using fees as a backhanded way 
of raising tuition in the next 
few years. He predicts they’ll 
hike tuition moderately while 
imposing “more fees and higher 
fees for specific things like” 
computers, parking, athletics 
and health insurance. 

Student fee accounts, of 
course, can be worth millions at 
some schools. 

In Oregon, reports that officials 
were “overcollecting” student 
fees from state college students 
and using it to pay for 
nonstudent expenses led to a 
new law requiring 
administrators to “involve” 
students in decisions about

what to do with surplus fee 
monies. 

Yet Central Washington 
student affairs Vice President 
Don Guy shrugs off student 
efforts to get a similar law 
passed in his state. “I think a 
small group of very articulate 
students at the University of 
Washington are really pushing 
for all campuses to have total 
control over student fees.” 

“We have a very good 
relationship with the students,” 
he said. “I don’t think students 
are angry.” 

Western Washington students 
did protest in 1975 when WWU 
used $83,000 in fees to buy and 
repair a house for the school’s 
president. In 1985, Eastern 
Washington diverted $260,000 
in student fees to fund sports 
programs. 

It’s happening elsewhere, too. 
Last year, California State 
University - Chico President 
Robin Wilson tried to take 
control of the student owned 
bookstore and its hefty 
revenues. 

In 1986 University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst 
Student Activities Director 
Randy Donant seized control of 
about $1.5 million in student 
fees. 


Budget deadlocked due to 
abortion issue 


(CPS) — This year’s federal 
education budget, which was 
supposed to be ready for the 
Oct. 1 start of the 89-90 fiscal 
year, is being held hostage by 
the abortion debate. 

Although Congress approved a 
bill to increase funding for the 
U.S. Dept, of Education, which 
oversees most federal college 
programs, by $1.4 billion to 
$24.15 billion. President Bush 
vetoed it Oct. 21. 

Bush objected to a bill 
amendment that would have 
extended Medicaid coverage 
for abortions in cases of rape or 
incest 

As it stood, the funding bill 
would have increased federal 
student aid spending by 3.9 
percent, less than the 4.7 
percent annual inflation rate. 
Congress failed to override the 
president’s veto, and now must 
figure out a way to appropriate 
education money without 
incurring a new veto. 

To add to the uncertainty, the 
Gramm-Rudman-Hollings 


deficit reduction law may force 
additional educational funding 
cuts, triggered because 
lawmakers haven’t cut the 
deficit to the 1990 limit. 

But much of the vetoed budget 
may well remain intact, said an 
aide at the House 
Appropriations Committee, 
who asked not be named. “The 
momentum is to try to hold this 
together.” It's likely, he said, 
the spending bill “will come to 
fruition.” 

Major parts of the bill could 
get a second life, either as part 
of a brand new spending bill or 
a full-year continuing 
resolution. Continuing 
resolutions normally are a 
means of stopgap funding to 
keep the government running 
until Congress and the White 
House can agree on funding 
levels. 

The House approved a 
continuing resolution Oct. 24 
that will keep the government 
running at the proposed level 
until Nov. 15.

Movie Review —— 


The Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston will present Money in 
thg-W s ; The Scries P aintin gs, 

a splendid international exhibi¬ 
tion of paintings by the 
renowned French Impressionish 
artist, Claude Monet. This 
unprecedented exhibition will 
reassemble approximately 90 
series paintings that Money cre¬ 
ated in the 1890’s. Featuring 
the famous images of Grain- 
stacks, Poplars, and Rouen 
Cathedral, as well as lesser- 
known series such as the cliffs 
at Varengeville and Dieppe, and 
Mount Kolsaas in Norway, 
these revolutionary paintings 
represented the culimnation of 
Monet’s life-long concern with 
the beauties of his native land. 
According to Paul H. Tucker, 


Guest Curator of Monet in the 
90’s and Associate Professor of 
Art at the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts/Boston, 44 Monet’s 
series paintings were as tiemly 
as they were heartfelt as France 
in the 1890s needed reassur¬ 
ance about her position in the 
world. Still haunted by her 
defeat in the Franco-Prussian 
War of 1870, she was rapidly 
becoming a second-rate power. 
She also was being challenged 
internally by anarchists, social¬ 
ists, and anti-semites, culminat¬ 
ing in the assassination of the 
President in 1895 and the Drey¬ 
fus Affair of 1898. On top of 
that, she was being rivaled by 
other nations in the realm of the 
arts. Monet understood this 
and resonded. By the end of 


the decade, on the basis of these 
series paintings, this once ‘radi¬ 
cal’ painter was widely hailed 
as a great national artist.” A 
scholarly catalogue will accom¬ 
pany the exhibition and will be 
fully illustrated in color.

Crimes and Misdemeanors 

Written and directed by 
Woody Allen. With Martin

In the past decade. Woody Allen 
has struggled to transfer his 
pphilosphical musings onto the big 
screeb, e has always tried to 
include the heavier themes in his 
movies, even in his early comedies, 
going so far as to title his comic 
tribute to Russian literature Love 
and Death. Lately, he has either 
buried them in his insightful rela¬ 
tionship movies (Hannah and Her 
Sisters) or conspiciously stuck 
them onto his somber character 
studies (Another Woman). 

Allen’s favorite theme — morali¬ 
ty — was successfully addressed in 
his best film, Manahattan, in which 
he basically played the last moral 
man trying to survive during an 
immoral time, the narcissistic 
‘70’s. Ten years later, Allen can’t 
resist commenting on the values of 
the waning *80*s, and while Crimes 
and Misdemeanors isn’t as charm¬ 
ing as Manhattan, it does engage 
the audience in its depiction of the 
conflict between the spiritual and 
the material that symbolized the 
last decade. 

From the opening testimonial in 
his honor, we learn that Judah 
Rosenthal (Martin Landau), a suc¬ 
cessful New York eye doctor, is a 
skeptic. Even as a child, when his 
rabbi father would tell him that the 
eyes of God were always upon 
him, Judah would ask. “But what 
do the eyes of God look like?" He 
seems to devote himself to his fam¬ 
ily and to his work, but his wealthy 
and privileged world threatens to 
crumble when his mistress of two 
years (Anjelica Huston) vows to 
reveal all to his wife. He tries to 
reason with the hysterical woman, 
but his tolerance only goes so far 
— when she threatens to disclose 
some of his financial improprieties, 
he considers drastic measures by 
contacting his mob-related brother. 
Jack (Jerry Orbach). The ensuing 
wrestling match with his con¬ 
science takes the form of an imag¬ 
ined debate with Rabbi Ben (Sam 
Waterston), a patient who is gradu¬ 
ally going blind. The rabbi labors 


to convince the troubled Judah that 
God is indeed always watching, but 
in the end, Judah decides that “God 
is a luxury I can’t afford.” 

While Judah is thinking about 
committing a major crime, a paral¬ 
lel story, this one comic, is unfold¬ 
ing. Allen himself plays Cliff 
Stern, a not-so-successful film¬ 
maker whose only claim to fame is 
an honorable mention at the 
Cincinnati Documentary Film Fes¬ 
tival (everyone who showed up got 
one). In order to make some 
money, he agrees to direct a docu¬ 
mentary about his brother-in-law, 
Lester (Alan Alda), a smarmy, 
obnoxious television producer who 
is a big celebrity and stands for 
everything Cliff hates. He is also 
vying with Lester for the attention 
of the cerebral Hallie Reed (Mia 
Farrow), whom they meet on the 
set. Cliff woos Hallie by showing 
her parts of a low-budget documen¬ 
tary he’s in the process of making 
about Louis Levy, a philosopher 
whose life-affirming messages 
Cliff adores. His attempt at marital 
infidelity is a misdemeanor com¬ 
pared to Judah’s crimes, because 
Judah betrays his wife’s respect 
and trust, while Cliff’s marriage is 
pretty much over. 

So Cliff is involved in a moral 
choice on a small scale, one we can 
easily identify with, whereas Judah 
is tom between his brother Jack’s 
“real world” and Rabbit Ben’s 
“kingdom of God.” Judah wavers 
between the two extremes of 
thought; is the world a cold, unfor¬ 
giving place, or is there a moral 
strudture to it all? Cliff’s philoso¬ 
pher believes that “the world is a 
harsh place ** we are the ones who 
invest it with love." 

Frankly, it is a little bizarre to go 
to a suburban theatre and see a 
movie in which the phrasej’moral 
structure’ is mentioned several 
times, but Crimes and Misde¬ 
meanors is an accessible film, due 
in most part to its wonderful cast. 
Martin Landau makes Judah’s soul- 
searching compelling in a role that 
could have easily slipped into 
ridiculousness. And Allen hasn’t 
been this funny since Hannah and 
Her Sisters. His reactions to 
Lester’s pompous pronouncements 
(‘If it bends, it’s funny; if it 
breakes, it’s not funny”) are price¬ 
less.

There is also a large 
screen TV and lounge area so 
that students may sit and relax 
and enjoy a comfortable atmo¬ 
sphere. The Gameroom, also 


known as the Fox Trap offers 
video and pinball games, billard 
tables, ping pong tables, and 
dart boards. The Fox Trap is 
open Monday through Friday 
12 noon until 10 p.m. On Sat¬ 
urday it is open from 3:30 p.m. 
until 7:30 p.m. and on Sundays 
from 6 p.m. until 10 p.m. The 
Main Lobby contains a variety 
of vending machines for snacks 
and drinks. It is also a Univer¬ 
sity Police officer stationed 
there 24 hours a day. 

On the second floor is the din¬ 
ing hall. This is where any stu¬ 
dent enrolled in the University 
Meal Plan can eaL ARA does 
allow non-residents to eat there 
on a cash paid basis. The ARA 
office is located on this floor 
along with many lockers for 
students to use while they eat. 

The third floor consists pri¬ 
marily of a small theater and 
several dressing rooms and 
prop rooms. This theaters room 
number is 301 and is available 
to student groups that reserve it 


through the University’s Reser¬ 
vation Process. 

The offices of the Student 
Government Association, Con¬ 
nector, Sojourn, Movie Divi¬ 
sion, and the Office of Student 
Activities are located on the 
fourth floor. The Student Gov¬ 
ernment’s Senate Chambers are 
here also along with the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell Building 
Authority. 

In addition to a variety of stu¬ 
dent offices located on the fifth 
floor there are also four music 
practice rooms which can be 
reserved with a student ID on 
the first floor. Each room is 
sound proof and has a piano 
located in it. A large meeting 
room, room 501, is equipped 
with chairs in rows and a large 
blackboard as standard equip¬ 
ment 

The sixth floor also houses a 
variety of student offices as 
well as the Campus Chaplains 
office and the Fox Towers 
Coordinator (Residence Life 


Office) a meeting room, 604, 
and a multi-purpose room, 601 
are also available for special 
functions through the reserva¬ 
tion process. 

This Student Union Building 
is available to all the students 
of the University and all the 


students should not be afraid to 
use its features. All the stu¬ 
dents pay for it and should get 
there money’s worth from it. 
So if you have a few free min¬ 
utes why don’t you stop in to 
Fox SUB.

Many organizations 
such as the Lowell Auditorium, 
Club Casino and even the Cen¬ 
trum have followed this prac¬ 
tice to minimize losses.

In early September, Mary met 
with Adam with the same dis¬ 
cussion. Disregarding the 
memo from Dean King, a group 
of four of the club's past and 
present executives told Mary 
and her assistant, Brad Navis, 
they would try to run the club 
on their own, as they had in the 
past. After failing to get the 
use of Cumnock Hall from 
Mary Connelly, Director of Stu¬ 
dent Activities, Mr. 
Wasylyshyn told Mary Nole, 
“Since we can’t go around you, 
we will work with you.” 

Why did the Club decide to 
work around Mary? The 
Karate Club, who claimed the 
largest membership on campus, 
took in $50.00 person who 
wished to join. Approximately 
seventy five of the 100 who 
paid the fee were not active in 
the club, but merely wished to 
gain credit for gym. If these 
classes were offered through 
Recreational Sports, the fee 
would equal that of any other 
non-credit instruction (such as 
aerobics, $25.00). This fee 
would be direct currency to the 
University to help pay for the 
instructor. The club sponsored 
trips would have to be paid for 
by money raised through club 
fund-raising, not money taken 
from gym credit seekers, who 
rarely attended these trips any¬ 
how. The instructor would 
have to be paid under contract 
with the University, just like 
any other employee of the 
Recreational Sports Office. 

People can do both club and 
class, but those interested in the 
class aspect are not called “club 
members” unless they are truly 
interested in being in the club. 
The slowdown in getting the 


tuna salad.) In all, Kaddoura 
had added 33 sandwich offer¬ 
ings to his already hefty menu. 
Seventeen of them have star 
quality: the Bogey is a hearty 
heaping of roast beef, swiss 
cheese, tomato and lettuce, 
topped off with creamy Russian 
dressing.

The most 
expensive offering on the menu 
is the Hefty Three Stooges 
($4.75), while the Cramden 
(egg salad, lettuce and tomato) 
goes for a mere $2.25. 

The expanded menu also fea¬ 
tures Mediterranean spirit sand¬ 
wiches, putting what the Kad- 
douras do best on their fresh 
Syrian bread. Hummos, falafel 
and toubbouli are just a few of 
the choices. 

There are also 17 ’’combina¬ 
tion" sandwiches, pairing mid¬ 
eastern tastes (hummos and 
falafel or beef kabob and toub¬ 
bouli for example) that all sell 
for under $4.00. And there's 
even a new item on the soup 


club functioning is totally unre¬ 
lated to getting the class going. 
A salary and class structure was 
negotiated with the instructor. 
However, when the leaders 
were not able to begin class 
immediately, without any regis¬ 
tration period to open the class 
up to the University populous, 
they refused to wait. They 
were then refused gym space to 
organize. They also had no 
funding, due to lack of student 
enrollment fees and the SGA’s 
refusal to give the club money. 
The reason the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association refused to 
give the club any money was 
because the club didn’t ask for 
any. The request submitted by 
the Karate Club to the SGA 
was full of appeals and com¬ 
plaints, and did not signify a 
specific amount of money. 

Such is life, straight to the 
point and full of veracity. A 
straight course of action, deal¬ 
ing directly with the University 
would get the class and club 
aspect of University Karate 
moving smoothly. If the lead¬ 
ers of the club can deal with the 
fair guidelines outlined by the 
University, the club and its 
members will benefit. Extra 
effort will be needed to raise 
money, (the use of fund-raisers 
just as all clubs do), and the 
club will not be financially “in 
the money” as it has illegally 
been in the past. But the bene¬ 
fits to the students far outweigh 
the restrictions imposed on the 
club by official University poli¬ 
cy. It seems to be in the best 
interests of the interested stu¬ 
dent body for the club and class 
to begin as soon as possible.

BOARD OF REGENTS GEN¬ 
ERAL SCHOLARSHIPS - 
The first Board of Regents Gen¬ 
eral Scholarship Certification 
Roster was returned to the 
Board of Regents on October 
27, 1989.
